The little town on the island is hidden with an Afri 
can shyness, among palm trees, Some fine buildings, 
chureh and government, offset the mile upon mile of 
negroes’ wooden habitations that persist until the foot 
hills of the island's watershed backbone; from below, 
so solemn in its eminence; from above, so iimprac 
ticable in its crenellations, gullies and rifts.
